InUMctMnj beverage- Penalty for selling- What 
constitutes sale. It shall be unlawful for any one to sell, barter 
or loan, directly or indirectly, any beverage, liquid mixture or 
decoction af any k ind n hich produces or causes intoxication in 
any county, city, town, district or precinct, in which the sale, 
barter, or loan of spirituous, vinous and malt liquors is or shall 
be prohibited in accordance with the local option law. Any per- 
son who shall sell, barter or loan, directly or indirectly any such 
beverage, liquid mixture or decoction in any such county, city, 
town, district or precinct shall, upon conviction, be fined the sum 
of not less than twenty nor more than one hundred dollars for 
each offense; and any sale, barter or loan of any article, with the 
agreement, expressed or implied that the right or title to or pos- 
session of any such beverage, liquid mixture or decoction shall 
also pass, shall be considered a sale, barter or loan within the 
terms of this act.

The enforcement of the prohibition 
law in Georgia and the raiding of illicit 
stills has resulted iu the accumulat ioj 
of 3,000 gallons of whiskey in the bas- 
ement of the Federal building at Atla- 
nta.

The government has expended mil- 
lions on the old Cumberland road and 
a number of military roads, establish- 
ing a precedent. The public roads of 
nearly every civilized country In the 
world have been built In whole or In 
part by its general government. It Is 
int has ever sun (led. 
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need for better highways 
no argument is necessary. The gen- 
eral government Is expending $35,000,- 
000 a year on rural delivery. Accord 
lng to Senator Bankhead of Alabama, 
the potto Acs department estimates 
that uniformly good roads would mean 
longer routes, more regular service and 
S saving of 20 per cent In the cost. 
Thus the loss to the postofflce depart- 
ment due to bad roads is now $7,000,- 
000 a year and is Increasing as the 
service is extended. It will soon reach 
110,000.000 a year. While bad roads en- 
tail a loss to the mall service of $7.- 
000,000 to $10,000,000 a year, the loss 
to the farmers and consumers of farm 
produce cannot be less than twenty 

-£vAs to the ability of the federal gov- 
ernment to assist in building good 
roads, bow better can we judge this 
than by comparing the debt per capita 
of our country with the leading nations 

, of the world that have built good 
roads and found It paid to do sol 

The per capita debt of Germany, ac- 
cording to the Chicago Dally News Al- 
manac and Year Book for 1008, Is $49; 
England, $88.83; Italy, $82; Spain, $08; 
France, $144, and the United States, 
$11.11. The amount of annual inter- 
est charge to be met by a citizen of 
Germany Is $2; France, $(5.05; England, 
$8.47; United States, 20 cents. 

The panic of 1007 was occasioned 
largely by the enormous demand for 
currency "to move the crops." Why 
need the crops be moved with such 
haste and at such great Inconvenience 
to the railways and so completely 
drain the cities of money as to cause 
a panic and the loss of many millions? 
The farmer knew the winter and bad 
road season was approaching and that 
If he didn't get his c ops off before 
the roads broke up be didn't know 
bow long the embargo of bad roads 
would prevent him from doing so. 

Another factor was the Insufficient 
amount of government bonds to serve 
as the basis of national bank circula- 
tion. As no bonds were available the 
banks could not Increase their circula- 
tion, as they would have been glad 

* to do and which would have Immedi- 
ately relieved the financial strain. The 
country needs good roads, and It needs 
a larger debt (strange as that may 




sound). Out of this dilemma the way 
Is easy. 

If the federal government was te 
Issue as needed $400,000,000 of 2 per 
cent thirty to fifty year bonds to aid 
in road building It would carry the na- 
tional debt up from $11.11 to $15.55 
and the Interest charge from 20 to 30 
cents per capita. The debt per capita 
then would be almost exactly where It 
was ten years ago. 

It would require $8,000,000 a year to 
pay the interest on the bonds, but ev- 
ery dollar of It would be saved upon 
the one Item of rural delivery. 

Of the 2,100,000 miles of highways 
shout 000.000 miles are post roads, and 
about 800,000 of these are unimproved. 
The $400,000,000 for naUonal aid 
would give about $500 a mile, or about 
25 per cent of the average cost of 
building hard roads upon these high- 
ways. 

After ten years of study of road 
building at home and abroad the writer 
has reached the following definite con- 
clusions: 

First. — That If we are to have good 
roads within a generation the federal 
government must assist In building them. 

Second.— That the government contribu- 
tion be pro rated among the states aa 
the work Is done on the basis of one-half 
the gross sum upon the full road mileage 
of the state and one-half upon the baals 
of population. The plan works out fairly 
to all the states. This plan would make 
available out of MOO. 000. 000 approximately 
125.000.000 fur New York. t&S.OOO 000 for 
Pennsylvania, 122.000.000 for Illinois, J18.- 
WO.OOO for Ohio. 113,000.000 for Michigan.

Fifth. -Thit If this country Is to fulfill 
Its high destiny and meet the require- 
ments placed upon It by Its wealth, posi- 
tion and Its opportunity good roads are a 
paramount necessity, and to get them 
speedily requires both federal and state 
aid to hearten the people to undertake 
thla great work. Good roads will do more 
for the educational, social and economic 
development of the whole country than

With little trouble and expense a good 
upply and variety of jams and spiced 
ruit can be kept on hand by using the 
sninll amounts of fruit which are not 
fotth sending to mar .it, or taking much 
iine to preserve, but which often could 
e cooked while one is getting a mial. 
Vhen a Jelly glass is emptied wash it 
nd the top and put them away. Then 
i-hen some fruit is left over, cook 
, fill the glass, melt the paraffin and 
pour over. Even the loose grapes which 
off the tunches and are not fit to 
pnt on the table, might make a glass of 
marmalade or spiced grapes. The thick, 
picy svrup that is left when the pick- 
ed peaches are takeu out of it, cm 
lave some quartered a pies or pears 
stewed in it and served again aa a re- 
lish with meats 

A few apples, even imperfect ones, 
it up, leaving the skin on and the 
sound cores stewed with a little water, 
turned into a clean salt bag and 
hung to drain over night may make 
enough juice for a glass or two of nice 
apple jelly. If boiled up a few minutes 
with half its amount of sugar black- 
berries make delicious jelly, and a few 
left from a meal can be saved the same 
way or, if stewed, would some day 
Hke a good pie when you have a little 
crust on hand, for if kept in a cold place 
:rust improves with age, even for 
a week or two so it pays to make more 
than you want to use one day. Variety 
meals is essential to their proper 
digestion and assimilation and can be 
provided by making use of the different 
materials at hnnd and not wasting 
anything. —Farm Journal.

Politics or Indifference Cause of 
Lack of Prohibition Law Enfor- 
cement. 

Interna! Revenue Collector J. O. 
Thompson, of Alabama, having made 
a very careful study of the temperance 
situation in that state, reports that the 
lack of enforcement of prohibitory law 
la due to officers being influenced by 
politics or to their absolute indifference 
to the enforcing of the law. It is rec- 
ommended bhat an independent consta- 
bulary, whose sole duty shall be to 
ferret out evidence and prosecute viol- 
ations of temperance laws, shall be ap- 
pointed and held strictly responsible 
for this service. 
It is absurd to plead that the state 
is not sufficient officers to enforce the 
law. The difficulty in tax enforcement 
is thoronghly attributed to tne reasons 
given above. Mr. Thompson states that 
during six years, eight collectors in 
Alabama have destroyed between 7OO 



and 800 illicit distilleries. He further 
states there are sixty- seven aheri 
the state and probably about two hund- 
red deputiea, and if they were all die- 
pasedtu anferce the law. It woul 1 be 
practically impossible for blind tigers 
to exist. 

The attitude of Collector Thompson 
in criticising the method of law enfor- 
cement by the sheriffs and deputies has 
commenced to bring these officers into 
the public light, and they are begin- 
ning to act more forciblv against the 
illicit liquor sellers.
